PORTS ALL WRONG ON 

NIGHTINGALE’S SONG 


The actual nightingale and the 
nightingale of poetry have little in 
common. With two or three excep¬ 
tions, the poets all sing of a she- 
nightingale, as most ladies anuming- 
ly speak of the family tomcat as 
"she.” But it is of course the cock 
nightingale that sings, and not the 
hen. Milton in his verses on the 
bird, is twice wrong and twice right 
about the gender and so is Tenny¬ 
son. Their nightingale has no sex. 
This would not matter if it were a 
question of something inanimate. But 
the very core of the matter in the 
case of an impassioned bird song is 
that it is the love warble of the 
wooing male. Then for 2000 years 
and more the poets have been calling 
the Daulian bird "melancholy,” and 
(following the Persians) have pic¬ 
tured “her” as lackadaisically “lean¬ 
ing ‘her’ breast-up-till a thorn” and 
moaning out “her” song, whereas 
the real song is the embodiment of 
joy and the bird itself is in per¬ 
petual good spirits. It is further, 
not solely a nightsinger (though its 
name signifies as much), as all the 
poets except Dryden assume, but em-, 
phatically the musician of the bright 
day, too. The trouble has been that 
the human singers, in writing of 
their famous brother singer of 
the feathered head and throbbing 
throat, have taken their imagery a,ti 
second-hand. i

At the morning service in the 
Congregational church Dr. Tate will 
preach on “What Is There in Relig¬ 
ion?” He will seek to answer this 
question in the light of the positive 
results that religion brings.

Tate will give an illustrated address 
entitled, “The New Day in China.”

7. A life ring and grappling hook 
ready for service at dock and land¬ 
ing. 

8. The use of the water buddy 
plan for all swims, with freoveot! 
checking up. 

9. A daily soap wash in addition 

1 to swims to prevent infection from ’ 
I cuts or scratches. 

10. A medicine chest and blankets 
available near swimming places for 1 
emergency use. 

11. A well-thought-out plan of 
procedure in case of accident includ¬ 
ing a method of reaching a doctor 
quickly. 

12. The marking of all boats with 
safe load capacity, and the super¬ 
vision of boating by experts.

lawns and gardens or else do it after 
the dinner hour in the evening for 
the next four years judging from the 
talk given by Samuel B. Morris, 
superintendent of the Municipal Wa¬ 
ter Department. 

In presenting the present water 
situation Mr. Morris declared that 
considerably more than the annual 
run-off from the Arroyo Seco is be¬ 
ing used as the annual run-off is 
11,340 feet, while 12,000 acre-feet 
is being consumed in Pasadena alone. 

Mr. Morris states the only hope 
for relief is diverting of water £rom 
the San Gabriel Canyon and that 
could not be accomplished possibly, 
he said, in less than four years. 

Tells of Reasons 

Accordingly, in order to avoid a 
still greater shortage caused by ex¬ 
cessive use of water it has been 
deemed wise to have the restrictions 
that are now in effect which pro¬ 
hibit the sprinkling of lawns, etc., 
during the day and making it neces-l 
sary to indulge in that outdoor 
sport either before 8 o’cock in the 
morning or after 6 at night. 

Explaining the reason for not inak-' 
ing it after 5 at night Mr. Morris 
said that no doubt everybody would 
make a wild rush for their garden I 
hose as soon as five bells sounded, j 
with the result that Pasadena house¬ 
wives would be quite frantic because 
of the lack of water to be used iin j 
the preparation of their respective 
evening meals. 

Original settlers of Pasadena, Mr. i 
Morris said, located near a gravity 
course of water supply but during 
the fifty years following the found¬ 
ing of the city the developmeint has 
been so great that the shortage of 
water has become more and more 
noticeable.
